which  it  knows,  to  be  false  ; or 

(Hi)  refuses  to  answer  or  wilfully  gives  a false  answer  to  any  question  necessary 
for  obtaining  any  information  required  to  be  furnished  under  section  4A. 

sudh  governing  body,  shall  for  each  such  offence,  on  conviction,  be  punished  with 
fine  which  may  extend  to  fifty  rupees. 

IIB.  If  the  Registrar  or  any  person  duly  authorised  by  him  in  connection  with

(2)  Every  rule  made  under  this  section  shall  be  laid,  as  soon  as  may  be  after 
it  is  mod*,  before  each  House  of  the  State  Legislature  while  it  is  in  session  for 
a total  period  of  thirty  days  which  may  be  comprised  in  one  session  or  in  two 
successive  sessions,  and  if,  before  the  expiry  of  the  session  in  which  it  is  so  laid
